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Obſer I. W/E SE e T's evident, from the Petitions before the Honourable Hyrule, that the Woollen Mas

PN: ths „ 5 Iphat its evident, the prefent Laws in force have not been ſuſeient, neither 
RY = 8 my ber End elpecially in Ireland, not diſcovering the Quantity of 
Wool grown in either Kingdom. Therefore, 


We humbly conceive, no Law can Remedy this Evil in either Kingdom, but a Genera! Regiſter, that 
will give the Knowledge of all Wool ſhorn and pulPd, and for whom, keeping it in view through the many 
Hands through which it will paſs till manufactur'd, which a Regiſter, as in Kyzt and Suſſex will not do. 
III. That by the London Petition it appears, we had no ſeparate View from the Good of the whole King- 
dom, but apprehending when the great Evil of Running Wool is prevented, by a general Regiſter, then the 
opening more Ports in Ireland and Great Britain will be beneficial, as London, Tarmouth and Exeter in England, 
and Galloway and Limrick in Ireland, 2 | Gy 
IV. That no Law can be executed, where it tends to the ſtarving of the Inhabitants, tho? there be many 
Officers and great Penalties, and ſuch is the Caſe of Ireland, that tho? they have a large Linnen Manufactory, 
yet it can't employ all their Hands, and as they are reſtrain'd from exporting their Manufactur'd Goods, they 
ill always be expos'd to the Temptation of Running their Wool and Woollen Goods, unleſs ſome Method 
be made uſe of in their Favour, which may be for the Intereſt of both Kingdoms, as to their Wool, 
V. That the taking off the Duty in Ireland, from Wool exported to England, have made it the more eaſe 
for them to receive a Regiſter, and when a General Regiſter is fixt, the opening more Ports in Ireland, as 
above, we conceive would be for the Advantage of both Kingdoms, yet would not be a ſufficient Relief to the 
Poor of Ireland, unleſs ſome other wayis foun1 ro employ them. 
VI. As its the Intereſt of England that no Wool be Run, and nothing can prevent it but a Regiſter, 2 Ge- 
neral Regiſter for both Kingdoms will be abſolutely neceſſary, otherwiſe Ir land may have Cauſe to complain, 
that we want their Wool to run it of our ſelves, and as the Intereſt of both Kingdoms as to their Wool, 
ſhould be the ſame; ſo the Preſerving, by a Regiſter, the I Wool, the Poor in Ireland will be em ploy'd in ſpin- 
ning White Yarn tor us, which will render us capable of ſerving foreign Markets cheaper than now we can, 
and as a Regiſter in Irelaxd is to ſerve England, they ought to bear as little part of the Charge as poſſible.

On theſe Conſiderations, we humbly recommend a Scheme of a Re 
mittee for the Woollen Ma nufactory, preſented at their firlt Sitting. 

The Method of executing the Regiſter in each Kingdom will be much the ſame, 
Abſtract of the Regiſter in general, the Charge of it will be ſmall, 
nefit, ſo ſhould bear the Charge, and not the Government. 


The Abſtract in general is, That all Sheep and Lambs with their Wool, Woollen Yarn, and Shcep and 
Lambs Skins with the Wooll on, are propos'd to be regiſter'd in Great Britain, and in Ireland, Woollen Good“ 
alſo, and that no Perſon ſhall deal in Wool, &c. but by Licenſe, the Farmer or private Perſon excepted ; 
and that no Ship or Veſſel ſhall take Wooll, Cc. in for Jerſey, &c. or Coaſt-ways in Great Britain but by 
- Licenſe; in J1e/and, no Ship licens'd but ſuch as do belong to that Kingdom, and one of their Owners or 

Maſter is an Inhabitant, and none carried Coaſt-ways, on any Pretence whatſoever, 

_ Regiſters to be fixt in Ferſey, &c. Ie of H hite, and the Iſle of Man. 
That for Great Britain, two General Regiſtring Offices be fixt, one in London, under the Care of Five Com- 
miſſioners and a Controuler ; the other in Edenburgb, under the Care of Three Commiſfioners and a Con- 
trouler; and for Ireland, one in Dublin, under the Care of Three Commiſſioners and a Controuler. 

For Great Britain, that there be choſe 751 proper Officers, as Head Regiſter one for a County, and 380 for 
Duputy Regiſters, Five or more tor a County, as found needful; _ai'fo Three Deputy Controulers, 45 
foot check Officers 25 Riding Inſpectors, 40 Clerks, 16 inferior Officers, to be ſtation'd as in the Scheme 
propos'd ; the whole amount of Charge in Great Britain computed, as patrticulariz?d in the Scheme 1s

That each Farmer, Grower, Sheep maſter, or Perſons that deal in Sheep, {hall within three Da 5 aſter Lady.

That no Sheep &c. ſhall be ſhorn before they are firlt well waſh'd, and Notice given underhand, to the 
Regiſter, the Number, Time, and Place to be ſhorn in. _ | 

That no Wool ſhorn ſhall be wound, but by ſuch as are {worn to wind; ho Wool before it is well lockt, nor 
no more nor no leſs than the Wool of one Sheep (the courſe Locks excepted) in one Fleece, and to keep a true 
Account of all ſhora and weigh'd of each Sort, for which Account the Regiſter ſhall be paid one halt-penny

e That when the Sheep &c. are ſhorn, the Proprietor of the Sheep, &c. ſhall within three Days ſend an Entry 
to his reſpective Regiſter, of the Number of the Sheep and Lambs ſhorn, and Weight of each Sort of Wool 
and courſe Locks, and where lodged, paying 4d. and 1 d. per oc, the Regiſter returning a Duplicate under 
his Hand, and regiſter the ſaid Entry, witneſs the Original, and file it, making the Money receiv'd and paid. 

That no Perſon thall deal in Wool, Woollen, Yarn or Skins with Wool on, in Great Britain, nor in Ireland, 
in Woollen Goods (the Farmer and for private Uſe excepted) but per Licence, for which he ſhall pay Yearly 18. 
and for each Pack of Wool &c. or 100 Skins they are Licens'd to buy or fell in the Year, ; d. half of which to be 
repaid them on the Cloſe of the Year, as in the ſaid Scheme pro Os'd. | F 

That all Houles and Places where Wool, &c. ſhall be lodg'd, {hall be enter'd Yearly for which ſhall pay 1s. 

That all Wool and Yarn for Sale in Great Britain, ſhall be weighed by a Draught of 3ol. 4 Standing, if the 
Quantity is ſo much, and in Ireland, by the Stone of 161. 4 Standing, and pack'd in no greater a Quantity in one 
Pack than 244 ſutle pound Standing, and packt in no other Cloth than Linnen, nor form than now in uſe b 
the fair Trader in Exgland; and onthe Packing-Cloth, ſhall be the Tare of the Cloth, and neat Weight of tlie 
Wool or Yarn, the Number of Fleeces and Pads of Yarn in Black. 

That no Wool nor Yarn in Great Britain, if not in Manufactory, more than 29 l. ſhall be removed and 
carryed out, without a Permit from the reſpeQive Regiſter, and if in Manufacturing, not without a Note 
of the Maſter or Owner; fo Skins, more than five under the Proprietor's Hand, from whom and to whom 
with their Quantity and Uſe, and in Ireland, Woollen Goods allo, if more than one piece or 39 Yards; and 
that no Perſon ſhall travel with Wool, &c. before the Sun 15 up, or after Sun ſet, except in ManufaQturing 
ard Stated Carriers. | | 

That all Perſons that deal in Wool, &c. (Grower and for private uſe excepted) ſhall to prevent Trouble 
to themſelves, keep all their Wool and Yarn for Sale, or Stock, for Manufacturing, in ſome Room ſeparate from 
other Parts of Trade, which ſhall be deem'd their Stock in Hand; all found elfewhere forfeited, as tho in a 
Houſe not enter'd, and ſhall alſo keep a Book, as directed to by the Controuler, in which ſhall be daily in- 
ſerted what is receiv*din and from whom, and what deliver'd out and to whom, or to Trade; fo alſo in 
Irelana's Woollen Goods, which Book ſhall be caſt up on each ſide by the Trades-man weekly, and ſign'd, and 
every four Weeks ballanced by the Regiſter. _ | 

That the Year ſhall end the Saterday after the 25th of March, and each Quarter the Saturday after each Quar- 
ter-Day. 5 | 

That each Trades-man ſhall ſend a fair Copy of his Book, as kept every Quarter to the Regiſter and 6 d. 

That all Perſons deſigning to remove Wool, or Yarn,ſhall under their Hand ſend to the Regiſter, the Con- 
tents of each Pack, to whom fold or to be ſent, by what Carryer, what Road, and where lie at Night, and 
Time to be deliver'd, paying 6d. The ſaid Regiſter ſhall make out one Permit, with the Contents, and one 
Duplicate, the Permit the Carrier ſhall deliver with his Loading on forfeiting his Cattle, Cc. the Duplicate for 

a Diſcharge for ſo much Stock deliver'd, and Entry made by the Perſon that fold it. 

The Perſon to whom the Wool was ſent, ſhall within three Days after received, ſend the ſaid Permit 
ſigned by him, to his reſpective Regiſter, paying with it 6d. per Pack, the ſaid Regiſter ſhall witneſs the 
{aid Permit and regiſter it, and file and make out two Duplicates under his hand, one as a Diſcharge for the 
Carrier, the other as a Safeguard tor the Perſon that has the Wool, as ſo much Stock and Entry made, and 

ſo from Perſon to Perſon, it more than 29 l. of Wool, Cc. and Woollen Goods, if more than 39 Yards in 
Irelan4, but all to be inſerted in the Book kept, as propos'd by the Scheme. | 

That no Ship or Veſſel ſhall take Wool, Cc. on Board for the Iſlands, but ſuch who are licenſed for that 
Purpoſe, nor Coaſt- ways tor that Purpoſe, nor in Ireland Coaſt- ways on any Pretence whatſoever ; and no Ship! 
to be licens'd in Ireland to bring Wool to England, but ſuch as do belong to Ireland, and one of the Owners or 
Malter is an Inhabitant there, and before ſhipt ſhall be weigh'd on the Keys, and a Bond given by the Expor- 
5 and Mate, of tive times the Value, to deliver it as conſign'd, the Regiſter to make out a Permit of

Which Permit ſhall be witneſſed by the Exporter and Port Officer, which the ſaid Maſter ſhall deliver with 
his Lading, to the Port Officer of the Port the Ship is bound to, which Permit the ſaid Officer ſhall enter 
Copy ot and witneſs the Original, the Day receiv'd, and return it to the Maſter, he paying 6d. 

The ſaid Port Officer ſh:1l by the firſt Poſt ſend a Copy thereof as Witneſs to the ſaid Regiſter, who grant- 


ed the ſaid Permit, and on receiving the Original Permit, witneſſed as by the Account appears, and no 
jcalouſy of Fraud, the ſaid Bond ſhall be deliver'd up cancell'd. | ds

By the method propos d in the ſaid Scheme, the Quantity of all Wopl grown in Both Kingdoms will be 
known, and to whom belong, and as each Perſon is charg'd with ſo muck Stock, it will be impoſſible that any 
ſhould be Run, but what will be diſcover'd, and to whom belong, and as ſuch pay the Penalty as tho? ſeiz'd on 
Ship-Board. | 

When a true Account of Wool grown and puPd is taken; and each Perſon ſtockt with ſo much Wool, it will 

come the Intereſt of every ſuch Perſon, and any into whoſe Hands it may come, not to remove it withou: a 
Permit as it coſt but 6d. per Pack, and tis impoſſible they ſhould eſcape being diſcover'd, therefore but few 
Officers will be needfull. | | 

By the method in which the ſeveral Sorts of Officers are ftation'd, and tach keeping a Journal of Time and 
Place and that ſent to the Controulers after every four Weeks, they will be a check on each other, ſo that if due 
care and Dilligence be Uſed nothing can eſcape them, even of Goods Run inward of which there is at preſent, 
great Quantitys in Ireland. N VV 

By the method of giving and diſcharging the Bond, and adviſing the Controuler if they touch at any 
Port, before they arrive at the Port to which bound, it will be very difficult for the crafty Trader under the 
Covert of the Bond and Entry, to Run any and ſave the Penalty, This Scheme propoſing a ſpecial Com- 
miſion and Officers, which if it takes Place, the Imployment ot the Iriſb Poor, in Spining part of the Wool, they 
preſerve from Runing, for us, will at once bring Irelands Intereſt into Englands, as to her Wool, making it their 
Joint Intereſt to promot the Engliſb Woollen Trade for Exportation, for the more England Exports in Goods, the 
more Ireland will Export to England in Yarn, fo that the employing the Iriſþ Poor, will be employing 
the Engliſb, by rendering us able to go Cheaper to Market, and thereby prevents our Rivals.
